Out of thefe, carefully Col- 
lated, a Third was prepares for the Prefs by * the 
worthy Publifhers of the Decem Scriptores ; which 
(with feveral other Hiftorical 'Treatifes, fome whereof 
have been printed) was afterwards purchas’d by that 
Indefatigable Promoter of all forts of Learning, the late 
Pious Bifhop Fe#. This Treatife is abundantly quoted 
by our General Chroniclerss» But no piece of Hiftory 
relifhes fo well at the fecond Hand, as it does:;when we 
have it from it’s firft Author. It were therefore to be 
wifhed, that the good Prelate’s Executors would do Him 
and Themfelves (as well asthe Publick) fo mach Right

SX CE. me thought; my Lord of Durham, that both 
the Bifhops of York, Winchefter, and yours reafons 
and texts were fo fully anfwered: this other day, in our 
houle; as to my feeming and fuppofal the moft of the 
houfe was fatistied, I marvail nota little, why eftfoones 
you have fent to me this now your writing, being in a 
manner few other texts orreafons, than there were de- 
clared both by the Bifhop of Canterbury and me to 
make fmally or nothing to your intended purpofe. But 
either I efteem, that you do it to prove my fimple judge- 
ment alone, which indeed doth not much’ufe (though 
not the wifelieft) to call in aid the judgements of other 
learned men, and fo by mine ignorant anfwer feem to 
win the field, or elfe, that you be too much blinded in 
your own fantafie and judgement, to think that a truth, 
which by learning you have not yet proved, nor I fear 
me, cannot by. Scripture or any other. direct and. pro- 
bable ground, Tho’ I know mine infufiiciency in learn- 
ing, if the matter were indifferent, and that the balance 
ftood equal ;-fince I take the verity of the caufe rather 
to favour the part I take, than your's, it giveth me 
therefore great. boldnefs, not prefuming in learning but 
in juftnefs of. the caufe, feeing by writing you have 
provoked me.to.it, to make an{wer to your arguments. | 
Therefore I beginning now. to tepley to your firft alle- ii 
gation, fhall eflay to prove, if I can, that your own Au- ih 
thor in place by you alledged maketh plain againft your 
own opinion. For as you allege him, S. Chryloftome 
fayeth, Quod futpicit folus pudor pro pena, then auricu- 
laris coufeffio is, not by commandment neceflary. For 
if it were, this word, folus, is by your Author ill fett. 
Therefore your Author in this place furdereth you but 
little. To your fallax argument, I deny your confe- 
quent, founded only upon {mall reafon, which is the 

round of your fallax argument. Which realon I need | 
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Sylloge Epiftolarum, 
not to take away. For your alledged Author doth fhew 
too plainly in his Homil. tom. 5. thar you gather a 
wrong fenfe upon his words. For he fayth, with much 
more touching this matter, thefe few words, non homi- 
nibus peccata tua detegere cogo; then his other text a 
fore rehearfed is not to be underftood, as you would 
wring it. Further, me thinketh, I need not (God thank 
you) too greatly ftudie for Auétors to conclude your 
wrong taking of texts. For thofe yourfelf allege ferveth 
me well to purpofe. For all your labour is to prove, 
that auricular confeffion were by God odihni: and 
both your authorities of Bede and Pole fheweth nothing, 
but that they did confefs their fins ; and yet do not they 
affirm that it was by commandment; wherefore they 
make for mine argument, and not for yours. Your other 
texts of John 21. and Matthew 19. were fo throughly 
an{wered this other day, and fo manifeftly declared not 
to appertain to our grounded argument, that I marvail 
you be not afhamed eftfoones to putt them in writing, 
and to found your argument now fo fondly on them. 
For what fonder argument can be made to prove thereby 
a neceflity of confeffion, then to fay if you confefs not, 
I cannot forgive? Would a thief, which committeth 
felony, think himfelf obliged by the Law to difclofe 
his felony, if the Law fay no more; but if thow confefs 
not, I cannot forgive thee? or would he traft the fooner 
therefore to be forgiven? This is matter fo apparent, 
that none can but perceive it, except he will not fee. 

As touching Origen’s places by you alleged,as the firit 

in Leviticum fheweth, that we be asmuch bound %z- 
vare firatum lacrymis, as dicere facerdoti, which no 
man I think will affirm, that we be bound to do: 
and yet he affirmeth not, that any of them is com- 
manded. The text alfo, whereby he would approve his 
fo faying, doth not yet {peak, Quod pronunciabo injufit- 
tiam meam facerdoti, but Domino. The other of James 

feemeth better to make for extream Unétion then for 

Confeffion. For when was ever the ufe, that folk, com- 

ing only to Confeffion, were wont to be anointed with

oil? Therefore thefe make nothing to your argument. 
As touching Origene in Pfal. 37. he fayeth not Quod 
obligammur dicere facerdoti, but fi confiteatur, and {eem- 
eth rather to perfuade men, that they fhould not parvz 
pendere confeffionem (as all good folk would) than that 
they were obliged to confefs them to a Prieft. 

Though Cyprian de lapfis doth praife them, which 
doth confefs their faults to Priefts, yet doth he confefs, 
that we be not bound to do fo. For he fayeth in the 
higheft of his praife thefe words, How much be they 
then higher in faith and better in fear of God, which 
tho they be not bound by any deed of facrifice or book, 
yet be they content forrowfully to confefs them to the 
Prieft ? Since he knowledgeth no bond in us by neither 
fac of facrifice or libel, why allege;you, thd he praife 
auricular confeffion, that we fhould be bound by God’s 
law thereto? This is no proof thereof, neither by rea- 
fon, nor yet by {cripture, or any good authority. And 
whereas he fayth further, Conjfiteantur finguli, quafo, 
vos fratres, deliétum fuum, this doth not argue a pre- 
cept : nor yet the faying of Efaiah cap. 43. fecundum 
Septuaginta, nor Solomon in the Proverbiorum 18. For 
thefe texts {peak rather after David the Prophet, faying 
and teaching of knowledgeing our offence to God in 
our heart, then of auricular Confeffion. When he faid 
tibi foli peccavi, that was not to, a Prieft. By the text 
alfo which you allege beginning, cca perfonas vero 
minifirorum &c., you do openly confels, that the Church 
hath not- accepted auricular Confeflion to be by God’s 
commandment, or elfe by your faying and allegation 
they have long erred. For you confels that the Church 
hath diverfe times changed both to whom. Confeflion 
fhould be made, and times when, and that alfo they 
have changed diverfe wayes for diverfe regions. If it 
were by God’s commandment they might not do. this.

OST reverend Father in God, Right trufty and AS 
$ right well beloved, we greet yow well, Where 


we required yow, as the Metropolitan.of our Realm,and 
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Sylloge Epiftolarum, 
as the principal perfon in our Commiffion for canfes 
Ecclefiaftical, to have good regard, that fuch uniform 
order in the divine fervice and rules of the Church | 
might be duly kept, as by the lawes in that behalfe is 

provided, and by our injunctions alfo declared and ex- 
plained, and that yow fhould call unto yow fot your 
afliltance certain of our Bifhops, to reform the abufes 
and diforders of {undry perfons, feeking to make altera- 
tion therein: We underftanding, that with the help of 
the Reverend Fathers in God, the Bifhops of Winchefter 
and Ely and fome other, ye have well entered into fome 
convenient reformation of things difordered, and that 
now the faid Bifhop of Ely is by our commandment 
tepaired into his Diocefe, whereby yow fhall want his 
afliftance: We minding earneftly to have a perfeé re- 
formation of all abufes, attempted to deform the Uni- 
formity præfcribed by our laws and injunétions, and that 
hone fhould be fuffred to decline either on the left or 
on the right hand from the dire& line limited by autho- 
ritie of our faid lawes and injundtions, do earneftly by 
our authoritie Royal, will and charge yow by all meanes 
left to proceed herein, as yow have begun. And for 
your afliftance, we will that yow fhall by authority 
hereof, and in our name, fend for the Bifhops of Lon- 
don and Sarum, and communicate thefe our se with 
them, and ftraightly charge them to affift yow from

Letter of the Council to the Archbifhop of Canterbury 
about the recovering the difcipline of the Church. 


Apud D.P. Aa Original. 


FTER our very heartie commendations to your 

good Lordfhip, the Queen’s Majeftie of late in 
conference with us upon the ftate of this her realm, 
among other things meet to be reformed, is moved to 
think, that univerfally in the Ecclefiaftical Government, 
the care and diligence, that properly belongeth to the 
Office of Bifhops, and other Ecclefiaftical Prelates and 
Paftors of this Church of England, is of late years fo 
diminifhed and decayed, as no {mal number of her Sub- 
jects, partly for lack of diligent teaching and informa- 
tion, partly forlack of cotre@ion and reformation, are 
entered either into dangerous errors, or into a manner 
of life of contempt or libertie, without ufé or exercife 
of any rite of the Church, openly forbearing to refort to 
their parifh Churches, where they ought toufe common 
prayers, and to learn the will of God, by hearing of 
Sermons, and confequently receive the holy Sacraments. 
Of the increafe of which lamentable diforders her Ma- 
jeftic conceiveth great grief and offence, and therefore 
hath exprefsly charged us to enquire the truth hereof 
by all good meanes poffible, and to provide {peedily for 
the reformation and temedie hereof. Whereupon ac- 
cording to her Majeftie’s charge, and as we find it very 
requifite, of our own dueties, as well towards almighty 
God, as to her Majeftie and our Countrey, we have en- 
tered into a further confideration hereof; and though 
we find a concurrencie of many caufes, whereupon fuch 
general diforders and contempts have of late years grown 
and encreafed, (the remedie whereof we mean to feck 
and procure by as many other good meanes as we can) 
yet certainly we find no one caufe hereof greater, nor 
more manifeft, than an univerfal overfight and negli- 
gence (for lefs we cannot term it) of the Bifhops of the 
Realm, who have not only peculiar poffeffions, to find, 
A 2 provide, 
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Sylloge Epiftolarum, 
provide, and maintain officers, but have alfo jurifdiétion 
over all inferior Minifters, Paftors, and Curates, by them 
to enquire or be informed of thefe manner of contempts 
and diforders, and by teaching and correction to reform, 
them. Or if the Offenders fhould for any refpec& ap- 
ear incorrigible, thereof to make due information to 
fa Majeftie, as the fupream Governor under God of the 
whole realme.. And furely, though we know, that {ome 
ofthe Bifhops of the Realme are to be more commend- 
ed than fome other for preaching, teaching, and vifit- 
ing of their Diocefe, yea and for good hofpitality, and 
other good examples of life: yet at this time doubting, 
that a great part of the Realm in fundrie places is touched 
with the infe@ion of thefe diforders, tho’ fome more, 
fome lefs, and (as we fear) no Bifhoprick fully free: we 
have therefore neceffarily concluded to notifie to every 
one of the Bifhops alike this her Majeftie’s carefullnets 
and defire to have her realm herein reformed, and for 
that purpofe at this prefent, to feek the underftanding 
of every Diocefe in certain points thereafter following. 
And therefore we will and require your Lordfhip in her 
Majeftie’s name, that firt ye will earneftly conceive, 
and thankfully allow, of this her Majeftie’s godly difpo- 
fition, and next that yow do circumfpectly and as quiet- 
ly, as yow may, (without any manner of proceeding, 
likely to breed publick offence) enquire or canfe to be 
enquired by fuch, as are faithfull Officers, and not dif- 
femblers, what perfons they be, and of what qualitie, de- 
gree, and name, that have notof late time teforted to 
their parifh Churches within your Diocefe, or have not 
ufed the common prayers, according to the lawes of the 
Realm, or have not at ufual times received the holy 
Sacrament, and how long they have forborn, And fur- 
ther alfo we requite to be advertifed, what Ecclefiaftical 
publick Officers yow have under your Lordfhip in your _ 
Diocefe, who they be, what their names and degrees 
ordained to fee to the execution of the laws of the 
Church, Likewife what Preachers yow have, properly 
for the more part conyerfant with yourfelf in ip 
an

and what other Preachers refiding abroad in your Dio- 
cefe, and what Ecclefiaftical livings every of them hath, 
with the. values thereof,. or -what other ftipends they 
have, wherewith they have any maintenance or fuften- 
tation to continue in their functions. Likewife we re- 
quire yow by authority of thefe our letters to conferr with 
the Dean and Chapter of your Cathedral Church, and 
with the Heads of any other Collegiate Church in your 
Diocefe, or with any other perfons having any. peculiar 
jurifdi@ion within your Diocefe, and caufe them to cer- 
tifie diftin@ly by writing, what number of Prebendaries, 
Canons, and Preachers they have, which do refide within 
the faid Churches and Jurifdi@tions, and how many do 
not tefide, and how many of them do, and not ufe to 
preach; and what be, their names and degrees, and in 
like fort the names and degrees of them, that have any 
fuftentation in their Charches.to preach, and yet do not 
refide, nor do preach. . And likewife we defire to be ad- 
vertifed, what Churches or places, ordained to have 
common prayer, ate by any meanes prefently void of 
Curates, and in whofe default the fame happeneth, and 
in what fort yow think the fame may be beft remedied. 
And whilft. yow fhall, be occupied in; the, inquifition 
hereof, wherein we would have yow ufe all good dili- 
gence : we heartily and earneftly require your Lordfhip, 
as yow would be counted worthy of your calling, to 
employ all your care and induftry in procuring more dili- 
gent preaching and teaching within your Diocefe, as 
well'by: yourlelf, as by all others, having the gift to 
preach.

HE refidence of your Ambaffadour here, whom 
by you are aswell advertifed of. every accident 
falls out here, as likewayes informed, what my requelt 
or defire is, that ye fhould do at this time, this, I fay, 
is the caufe, that ftayes me untroubling you fa oft with 
my own letters-as otherwayes I would do. In {pecial, I 
doubt not, ye are fufficiently informed of this late rare 
and rafh attempt, confirming now at Falkland that trea- 
fon, which in winter they committed at holy rude houfe; 
but God be praifed, who gave the laft the worft fuccefs. 
Now it refts for me to hunt thaim the bet I may ; and
